Enthusiasm of Mr. Hall’s 
Friends. 


Teaterdaj tbe second actual day oftbe tblrd trial 
of ex-Mayor A. Oakey Dali, tbe caao waa ijiven to 
CIM Jury. Tbe deieace called no witnesses. Tbe pro­ 
ceedings ol tbe day were tbereiure entirely con- 
Bned to tbe summing up of counsel on either side 
ond the charge of tbe Jury. 
The addresses of 
connsel were pretty lengthy, that for tbe pruso- 
ontion occupying three hours. The court room was 
•rowded throughout the day up to the moment 
that the Jury retired to deliberate upon the ver- 
4lxt—six o’clock. The adilrcsses of counsel and 
the charge ol tbe Judge were listened to with the 
deepest atteuUon. At ton o’clock Mr. btoughton 
eouimenced 
BUKMINO UP FOB TDK DEFENCE. 
Mr. Stoughton said ho had come to tbe conclu- 
Mon, alter an examination of the evidence, in 
Tlew of the fact that the prosecution did not even 
Intimate any connection with these Irauds, except

Men had come belore them with the 
iMraihood to avow their own guilt and their own 
participation In the profits or tuat guilt:. Be sup­ 
posed they spoke tbe truth. Had there been an 
Intimation that Mr. Ball was a party to these 
ftnnds, or shared In tbe profits, they would have 
Celt bound to answer tbe vaguest suggestions of

been intended to make a distinct motion for a di­ 
rection of acqnlttal, bat, in deference to the desire 
af tbe jury to hasten through the cause, it had 
been resolved to present together that argument 
to the Court, and the direct argument to the Jury, 
Interweaving them as the m atter should require. 
B e quoted the case of The People vs. Bennett, in 
40 New York Reports, to the effect that the Court 
may direct an acquittal, and might, iii cases where 
tbe evidence was weak, upon the laots, and should 
where the evideuce did not In any view warrant a 
eoDVlctlon. Be desired the Jury to consider who 
Mr. Ball was. What were his relations to the 
eityt 
For 12 years he was District Attorney. 
During that time his official lile was stain­ 
less. 
No one had 
ever 
charged 
him with 
condnct unbecoming an officer charged with 
so grave an office. 
Examining every case, 
and never gnir.y of opprcssiun, 
he had led 
a stainless official life. They might search tbe 
past in vain for a single utterance dnrlng that 
period to his discredit, ¡•'rieuds had grown up 
around him; chUdreu had grown up around him. 
Bis repuutlon stood high. There was everything 
to Indnce him to continué the course which had so 
lar marked him. He became the Chief Magistrate 
of the city. In 1870 the whole framework of the 
city was changed. He had to launch the new city 
fovernment. Imagine his constant duties during 
that period, with constant routine work, constant 
consultations, constant work ol every kind, full of 
pride that he waa Inanguratlng a new era. In 1871 
there were charges spread abroad. At once be 
w ent to the Comptroller’s Office to inquire into 
them, and what did he do? He appointed a com­ 
mittee, hau of taxpayers, half of officials that they

Monday was 
the day fixed by them lor tbe examination of the 
acoonnts.

At once Mayor Hall Invited Connolly to 
resign. Incurring, of coarse, bis enmity, willing, 
m his trust in his own honesty, to incur snch 
enmity. Time went on, and, partly under the In- 
Onence of poUtlcal feelings, partly under feelings 
lees creditable, this indictment was found. Mr. 
Ball went on in the discharge of bis duties, fearless 
In ihe oonsclousness of his own innocence. The 
trial came, and then—whatever appeared before—it 
then appeared that not one dollar of this money 
bad ever stained his hand. Then cleared before 
the pnbllc, the counsel had supposed, with many 
others, that the case was «nded. But now, in this 
season of peace and good wlU, they were called 
again beiore a Jury. They had seen bow the case 
bad been conducted. They had heard how olten 
be. when making objections, had offered to 
withdraw any objection if the evidence was to 
Bbow a douar coming to Mr. Hall. What wit- 
1 had they here ? Keyser. most respectable 
looklDg; Garvey, not qpite so respectable looking. 
Whv were they at liberty ? Was it to convict Mr. 
Hall? They, with Watson, gone to his long homo, 
and Woodward, who was absent “for his health,” 
Mt down to woave a web oi fraud to make op a bill 
InU or items dated back. Whom did they want to 
deceive ? It was not necessary to deceive Tweed 
nr Connolly. The only man that most be deceived 
was Mayor HalL H any or them had been present 
at 
Genet’s tnal they would remember that 
be waa convicted or 
deceiving Mayor Hall. 
Another general consideration for them was 
tbis, that 
to constitute 
crime a guilty in­ 
tent must concur with tbe evil act. 
What 
•artbly motive had Mr. Hall for this act? Avarice 
and necessity were common motives for crimes. 
Those who had been convicted were convicted be- 
caose tbey bad been shown to have done these 
aets for their own advantMO. Bat was there any­ 
thing of the kind here ? Garvey had told them or 
tbedlstribntton of the moneys, bnt was Mayor Hall 
Implicated ? There must have been not only an 
evfl act, bnt an evil Intent, and he quoted at length 
to the effect that the officer, to be responsible clv- 
Uly or cnmtnally, must have done the act wilmily— 
th at 18, against his oonvictiens and maliciously; a 
mistake m judgment was not enough; he must 
have knowingly and intentionally perverted his 
powers to injustice. This act, under which the 
three first counts were framed, used this word 
•»w«fally”- th a t Is, Intentloually, knowing it to be 
wrong. With a criminal intent, and he quoted cases 


"“oSonseUhe* dtsouMcd the section of the act of 
1870, creating the Board of Audit. He called atten­ 
tion to the fact that tbe Legislature gave tbe Board 
no power to call or swear witnesses; it prescribed 
BO measure of proof. It left to their discretion 
what manner of proof they wonld take. It left to 
them the right to pass a bill as any man would pass 
a bill of Items presented to himself, on the theory 
that the man who presented the bill was honest. 
If they beueved the biu was honest, could they be 
held crimlnaUy liable lor auditing It? Was each 
lodge diversely to decide what evidence was neces­ 
sary, and so establish different rules of crime?

Mr. Stoughton expressed hts surprise at this, as 
Bdthmr m the opening nor the tesumony U d any­ 
thing Of this kind been snggested. He proceeded 
to argne that tbe crime, under the statute, must 
DO made ont by proof that they bad refused to do 
tbe act; not that they did it improperly or iraud- 
niently, which fell under the common law : add if

Mr, Tweed had been electedto Oopgress, 
and again and again Hepenrlsor, with then w 
nastained name. Watson bad been Conniy Auditor 
ilnceisea. on hts stamp millions had Men paid 
out Without any accusation of fraud. W tow ard. 
Clerk of the Board of Hupervlsors, with high trusts, 
was then unsuspected. They roust look at what 
then existed, with the theu lights; not with tM 
lights we now had. Had Mr. Hall any right to 
suspect Mr, Connolly or Mr. Tweed or Mr. Watson 
or Mr. Woodward ? 
The delendant was uot a 
Buspiclons 
man, and even a suspldons man 
would not have taken alarm then. 
Thus stood 
m atters In 1870, when Mr. Hall, overwhelmed with 
bis duties, had to reorganize the city govern­ 
ment. They had heard something of his duties. 
He claimed that with all these duties, and sur­ 
rounded by these old officials, he was Justified in 
takiug their certificates and looking no lurtaer. 
huppose Mr. Hall had said, We will pass no claims 
except those which have passed into Judgment 
and are certified by the Clerk of the Court. That 
would have been thought a very stringent and 
very cautious rule. But this could nut be done. 
Tbe Courts could not pass on claims against the 
county; only the Supervisors could do that—and so 
Mr. Hall moved the corresponding resolution that 
they shonid pass only sucli claims as had passed 
the Supervisors or the appropriate committee, and 
that these claims should be certified to have so 
pa-ssed by the Clerk and the Chairman. Was not 
this equivalent to requiring tbe Judgment of the 
Court and the certificate of the Clerk? 
Counsel here read the resolution of tbe Board of 
Audit, and claimed that it was aU the most cau­ 
tious man could ask, demanding proof oi the pro- 
vioiiil action of the Supervisors or the proper com- 
mituee, authenticated by the Preaiaent and Clerk, 
beioro they could act; aud theu they would act on 
what bad been acted on lor 13 years. This was a 
Judicial determination of what was to be passed. 
Alter this it was a mere ministerial act to verify 
the signatures of the Clerk and President and sign 
the certificate. It was like the case where a board 
had decided a class of cases and alterwards signed 
separately the judgments m each particular caso. 
He said ihis in view of the corner into wnich the 
prosecution was driven, and on which they resteu 
their hopes that these auditors would have met ou 
each bill. They remembered Mr. Storr’s testimony, 
that these bills examined by him were authenti­ 
cated and endorsed, as be had explained. Tbey had 
seeu the Keyser vouchers, and one of them, a long 
bill, had not bow the authentication on it. But 
they must remember that these vouchers bad been 
tossed about from court to court, and they were 
not sure it was in the state it was when it went 
belore Mayor HalL 
But when they remembered 
Mr. Hall’s acquaintance with Mr. Keyser-hls age 
and respectability, and that the bill was claimed to 
be honest. It was easy tor them to see that it was 
no great neglect to accept such a bill with little 
exaraiuation. 
He recalled to them that the biUs 
were all dated as lar back as 1868 or 186»; that they 
were made ont in great detail of items, that Mr. 
Hall could not detect the falsity oi tne items ex­ 
cept by the confession of the parties who made 
them out. He reminded them that Mr. Hall had 
to sign an average of over 60 warrants a day 
and could not examine each bill, but most de- 
P 
d on the exammatlun of subordinates, if 
es were to hold an «fficlal a criminal for the 
acts of subordinates no honest man could be found 
to Uke office. It waa hopeless for the prosecution 
to attempt to show any corrupt or iraudulent act 
in tbe Mayor’s conduct. Tbe prosecution relied on 
the theory that because tbey had not met together 
to consider each case therefore Mr. Hail was 
guilty. They bad come down to that—a mere 
tecbmoai offence—and on that they proposed to 
imprison Mr. Hall lor 65 or 110 years. Buch a re­ 
sult would be disgraceful. But when they were 
reduced to that tbe law stepped in. The Board 
could have investigated the bills if they suspected 
them, without Garvey’s presence. Woodward and 
Watson would have been the most natural persons 
for the Board to apply to. 
Mr. Btoughton then, addressing the Court, cklled 
attention to the case m 4»th New York Reports, 
and asked his Honor to consider, first, whether 
the construction which he bad suggested ought 
not to be given to this statute, under which the 
indictment waa found; whether there bad not 
been what, in Judicial consideration, must be re­ 
garded as an .audit, and that if there has been an 
audit then the statute had not been violated, 
that there bad been no wllfnl neglect to perlorm 
that act. If tbe Court came to a different con­ 
clusion. then to bear in mind the meaning of tbe 
word “wilful,” that It is criminal neglect of a 
known duiy either in auditing bills on testimony 
kuown to be insufficient and 
oertliying bills 
known to be fraudulent, or that It is in a failure to 
meet under the act ol lt»70. Roaring that in mind, 
he would ask the Court to consider 11 there was 
any evidence to go to tbe Jorv that Mr. Hall had 
any knowledge or reason to suppose that these 
bills were lalso and fradulent, and whether he was 
not Justified iu acting Judicially upon thb testi­ 
mony prescribed by that resolution, and that if the 
Board didn’t meet there was no evidence whatever 
that Mr. Hall supposed or knew that they were 
bound to meet af tor tbe meeting referred to. He 
submitted lurther that there was no proof under 
the fourth count, and that upon that there should 
be an instruction to acquit. 
Mr. Stoughton concluded with a brief appeal to 
the Jury, invoking them to remember how en­ 
tirely Mr. Hall was separated from those impUcated 


Mr. Tremain commenced bis summing up by al­ 
luding to the unpleasantness ol his duty in asking 
01 them the conviction of a member of his own pro­ 
fession, and a geuUeman lor whom he had always 
felt respect. He could not shrlnkjrom that duty; 
but he would do It without, be believed, any cruel 
words, without swerving irum the line oi duty. 
The case was important to the defendant, his 
iriends and family, but the Individual Importance 
of the case sank into Inslgnlflcanoe compared with 
its immeasurably greater importance to the public. 
It would be 80(1 if where, by tbe neglect of one 
man, and he the chosen guardian of the treasury, 
millions had been robbed lYom the public, a morbid 
sentiment should excuse him from punishment. 
The example of those in high places spread 
rapidly. If those who had blgb and Imperial 
powers were allowed to perform these duties 
according to their wishes those lower in po­ 
sition 
wonld 
quickly 
imitate 
them. 
A 
Sheriff would, instead of obeying tbe mandate of 
tbe Court to convey a prisoner to Jail, ride about 
with him to hotels and bis home, meaning no 
wrong, and inferior officials, each in his degree, 
would similarly neglect to obey the law. This tase 
was importaut to the pabilo for tbe enforcement 
of law ; to the widow and orphan, that they be not 
despoiled by the neglect of these gnardlans; im­ 
portant to the honor of tbe city: important to tbe 
State, whose good name had been brought into 
disrepute; to the nation, on whose name these 
transactions had brought dishonor. The Jury had 
slmplv to determine the facts. U the offence was 
merely technical could they not trust the merciful 
Judge, who was trusted with a wide discretion- 
denied to the Jury—and to tbe mercy ol the digni­ 
fied 
Executive 
of the State? 
Mr. 
Tremain 
then 
explained 
the difference of the pun­ 
ishments of misdemeanors 
and felonies. 
In 
this case 
they 
had 
presented 65 
separate 
charges, lour of which they had not attempted to 
prove. The 61 they had proved were on the war- 
rants of Keyser, Garvey and Davidson. On each 
of these there were four counts, framed to meet the 
strictness required by the rules of pleading, the 
first three framed under the statute and tbe lourth 
under the common law. He explained to them 
that tbe su tu te made the wllfui omission of an 
official doty a misdemeanor, while the common 
law declared any perversion of office also a mlsde- 
meaner. He recaflea the fact that tbe defendant 
himself when District Attorney procured the con­ 
viction of Judge Bogart for a slmfiar act, and In 
that argued that the word “corruptly” was mere 
surplusage, that the word “wilfully’’ meant “in­ 
tentionally,” and whatever his good faith, if 
he intended to do tbe forbidden act, it was doing 
it wilfuUy. In that poMUon the Court sustamed 
him. 
The Court here took a recess. 
AFter B.ceees. 
Mr. Tremain resnmed his anrnment for the 
prosecntion, claiming in the beginning 
mistake on the part of Mayor Hall 
method prescrlbeif by law lor andlting these 
in the 


claims waa no defence to him. 
He was bound to 
know tbe law. 
H he made a mistake, and under 
that mlsuke refnsed to or nnintentionaily did not 
do any duty imposed on him, he wae gnllty. He 
then discussed the question of what those duties 
were. He aimded to tbe almost imperial powers 
coDierred by the Charter of 1870 upon the Mayor 
Of the city, Including this power to audit all these 
Rtate claims. Ho argued that to audit meant to 
examine, to inquire into. 
That had been settled 
m the various trials growing ont of the Board. 
He reminded them that it wae their duty to toke 
the law from the Oonrt, and then, tnming to the 
Court, argued that the duty imposed on the Board 
of Audit was to examine, Inveetlgate and call wit­ 
nesses before them m Joint meeting, and that the 
public was entitled to the Joint action of the three 
minds, and that they could neither act eeparately 
nor delegate tnelr powers to any. 
He read at 
length from Judge Davin’ charge, and asked the 
Court to charge the same thing, and to the same 
effect tbe opinion of another Judge. 
It bad been 
said that when it was ascertalnecf that no poruon 
of the money could bo traced to Mr. Hall, the 
public mind expected that the case would be thus 
ended. 
Where 
was 
the 
proof of snch a 
desired state of the public mind ? 
Ho re­ 
minded them that the Jury disagreed in tbe 
Tweed case. 
There were many reasons lor 
tne disagreement of a Jury, especially wiuie the 
first two men called were the judges of tbe other 
Jurors, and great public officials had their thou­ 
sands ol henchteon Hi the community. The ques­ 
tion of personal corruption sunk into insignifi­ 
cance beside the facta of this case. He had shown 
them that in this class ol cases a man with the 
best motives might be a criminal if he subsiltated 
his own judgment for the law. They would re­ 
member that Mr. Connolly waa appointed by the 
(ieiendant, aud a high eulogy had been pronounced 
on him by counsel lor the delence. 
Mr, Stoughton interrupted him, saying that he 
had simply spoken oi Mr. Connolly’s then position. 
Mr. T'rematniresumed bis argumeut, pointing out 
thatatblel who stole $26^was liable for a felony. 
While tne man who, by b* neglect, permitted this 
city to be plundeied of millions could omy be pun­ 
ished, under an old law, for a misdemeanor, be­ 
cause, to the credit of our own ancestors and of the 
inghsh people, tbe poselbUlty of snch a crime was 
iclpated.

On tbe first day they met—It was at the 
Comptroller’s office, tbe natnrsl place, and ac­ 
cepted the duties imposed. 
It tbe duties were too 
arduous tbey need nut have accepted them. There 
was no ooKuuiaion in this ooautEi to acoejit 


office, tfeooffh solar there bad been no need of test­ 
ing tbe qnestion. offloe-eeeking being one of the 
organlaed industries of this country. Tne elalm 
that tbe resolution wss merely to get together 
bilia already audited by the Board ol Bopervlsors 
he stigmatised as entfroiy unreasonable. 
Once 
audited by the Board oi Supervisors they needed 
no lurther audit. Again, they were to be sought 
in the committee rooms. Whoever heard ol an 
audited bill travelling back to the committee 
rooms. Nor was any cerUflcate of audit required. 
The flat of William M. Tweed was to be enough. 
Woodward had no legal standing whatever. He 
Claimed that in the light of aubsequeut acts tlys 
resolution was proof of an mtcnt to accept 
Mr.

henchman in place of doing his duty. 
Re­ 
ferring to tbe May r’B message to the huper- 
vlHors, in which he says his duty as auditor waa 
merely ministerial, remarked that this was com­ 
pletely the opposite of the defence set up for him 
and an adm^salon that the duty of auditing was ne­ 
glected. If tne Mayor felt his duties too onerous 
bo should have resigned. 
But he never made any 
complaints of that kind, and be had no busiuhss to 
reiy upon the aignature of Tweed. 
If tbe Jury 
should find a mere technical verdict it would be 
lor the Court to administer a mere technical pen­ 
alty. He did not ask the jury to And that any 
money went into tbe defendant’s pocket, and bo 
rejoiced to say there was no proof whatever that 
It did. 
In conclusion counsel said the waters 
of 
reform have commenced to flow, aud It 
was lor the Jury to determino whether the 
waters oi Justice shall be arrested in their flow. If 
they found a general verdict of guilty, the defen­ 
dant could oDiy be punisbed lor one offence, or 
they could find him guilty on all or any ol ths 
counts or vouchers. He excluded all thought that 
any relation existed between the delendaut aud 
any of the Jurors except those disclosed ou the 
invustlgatlou, aud leit the case in their hands. The 
address la.stcd nearly three hours. 
JUDGE DANIELS’ CHAKOB TO TH E JO R T . 
Judge Daniels commeuced to charge at half-past 
four o’clock. He said tho defeudaut was sub- 
Btantlally charged with wlllul neglect of dutv. Cer­ 
tain changes were contemplated and wore made in 
the city guvcrumpnt, and by the statute the ad­ 
ditional duty was Imposed upon tbe uctendant 
and 
two other 
officials. 
It 
was 
no novel 
duty. 
Ordinarily the duty Is 
conferred 
on 
the supervisors for a county and tho muni­ 
cipal officers for a city. 
It was required to 
be performed in this couuty by the Board ol Super­ 
visors, and la taking away the powers of that 
Board, which he understood were legislated out 
ol existence, It became necessary that the power 
Should be conlerred upon others. There should bo 
some authority oi this kind to protect the public 
against spurious claims aud do lor them what indi­ 
viduals do lor themselves when bills are presented, 
and secure a proper aud complete Investigation 
Into tt.ese claims beiore making them the snbjcct 
of payment, ualm s existed which had not been 
made the subj?ct ol audit, and the Legislature took 
measures to provide lor some action oa these 
claims. It seems to contemplate an investigation 
of these 190 claims before their payment, aud 
lor this reason tbe defendant, the Comptrol­ 
ler and President of tbe bnpervlsors were to audit 
these claims and pay such as were found duo, and 
that was tbe whole provision imposing tbe duty 
on tbe delendant which be is charged with having 
neglected. The term audit is one of ordluary sig­ 
nification, and seems to have been used by the 
Legislature in the same general sense as popularly 
understood in the commumty. As an instance of 
the use of the word he qnoied Irom Senator Hahn, 
who, in reporting on a case, says tbe duty oi an 
au auditor is to audit, ezamme, settle, aud in­ 
volves the exercise of Jndgment. That was the 
duty imposed upon the delendant. The statute 
contemplates tbe Joint aoUon of auditors and 
Joint consummation of the duty imposed on them 
by making out their certificate ol audit -on 
which the bill waa to be 
paid. 
The plain 
Import Of that act of 1870 was 
that these 
parties should meet together and act Jointly 
in exercising the authoritv conferred. Their duty 
was to audit accounts left undisposed of when the 
law was passed, and it was necessary tbey should 
meet aud act upon them, aud then the determina­ 
tion of two wonld be final, and that decision was 
required to be embodied in their certificate. The 
object of this audit and this duty was to prevent 
tbe paymeut of spurious biUs. if a proper Inves­ 
tigation of these accounts had been made before 
the supervisors tholr false and spurious character 
would have been discovered. 
Hence auditors 
should have demanded from the claimants some 
proof 
of the 
claims. 
Tne 
proceeding was 
not 
specifically 
enjoined, but It was 
leit 
to 
thcM: 
Judgment 
to 
determine 
the 
evidence 
they would 
require 
as 
to 
these 
claims 
being 
honest, uenulne 
claims—si.ch 
evidence as in their Judgment would do bui- 
flclout to Justity Ihe deiuanas. They had It m 
tbeir power to insist on the claimants producing 
such satisiactoiy proofs. Tue question the jury 
had to determine was whether, as the prosecution 
held they had proved, the uelendani neglected that 
duty. The delendant, being a lawyer aud a man of 
culture and ablUty, should be held to the strict per- 
lormance oftbe duty Imposed upon him by law. 11 
a public officer wfiluUy neglects to perform a duty 
imposed upon him by law he is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. The duty imposed on tbe Board 
being ol a personal and Indlcial character, whtcn 
required investlgatlun, they had no right to dele­ 
gate that duty to any one else. It was, beyond 
donbt, a personal duty required of the members of 
this Board. Did be decline to perform that duty? 
If he did so designedly and purposely he committed 
a misdemeanor, lor it Is uot necessary there should 
be any design to defraud. It Is enough If a party 
designs to perform the act which creates the crime. 
By the resoluUon of May 6, 18iO, these three per­ 
sons met as a Board under the statute, and sub­ 
stantially accepted tne duties. Then they resolved 
that the claims be collected by the County Auditor 
and passed throngb sabstantlally, without Investi­ 
gation. Tbls, however, waa not tbe crime; it waa 
the IntenUon to commit It. 
For 11 their Inten- 
Uon was to certliy these accounts thus col­ 
lected without examination, then there were the 
disposition and Inteution to decUne tbctrduty, and 
it was for the Jury to say whether, as a m atter of 
fact, that construction was to be put on the lan­ 
guage of the resolution. But to find whether the 
crime charged in the indictment was committed 
it was necessary to go further and inquire whether 
that purpose was carried ont. Uu ttfis branch of 
the snbjcct he referred to tbe testimony of Mr. 
Lynes, bookkeeper, as to the manner in which the 
warrants were made ont and to the argumeut 
that some of the bills were of so grossly fraudulent 
a character that inspection by the Board would 
have revealed it. 
These were relied on by 
tbe prosecution as proof that the Board did 
not alterwards act together as a Board; that 
in one bill, for instance, the omission of the credi­ 
tor’s name on the bill would have prevented it 
D-om being passed and the county would be saved 
from paying tne debt. These seven of Garvey’s 
bills were made out from wholly imaginary cir- 
comsunces, at tbe suggestion and with the con­ 
nivance of county officials, not inclndlng the de- 
tendant. There was a posslbiUcy, at least, that 
these irands would have been detected, and the 
public had a right to the benefit of an examina­ 
tion and inspection of the acconnts. He next 
called attenuon to tbe largeness of the b ills- 
$600,000 lor work on tbe Court House In one 
month, 
the 
signatures 
to

and

that the Board did not meet to perform their duty. 
He also cited the Mayor’s message, m which tbe 
defendant speaks of the duty as a mtnUterial one. 
With regard to the delence, that the duties were 
too arduous, he instructed the Jury that this wonld 
be no excuse. Tbe officer cannot undertake the 
duty and wilfully neglect it, though he may post­ 
pone the duty, or he can enUre^ surrender bis 
position. The claims to be passed upon were 190 
in number, and, with the meansiat their disposal, 
the prosecntion bold that no great length ol time 
would be occupied by the examination. iBut, what, 
ever time would be taken, the duty was there and 
could not be neglected or delegated to any one 
else. The presumption of tbe law is in favor of 
the defendant. He is not to be sormlsed gnllty: 
but, on the evidence, the Jury must be saUsllcd 
b yond a reasonable doubt that he committed the 
offence charged against him. 
If they were so 
satisfied, no matter how palnml it might be to tho 
defendant’s friends that he had so Involved him- 
seir, It was tbelr duty to shut their eyes to the 
conseonences and prononnce him guilty. He in­ 
structed them that unless they had an abiding 
convlcUon ol the deiendant’s guilt they should 
find him not guilty. As to the other charges in the 
indictment, alter some Ume spent in looking over 
the evidence, he bad come to the concinsion of In­ 
structing them that there was no evidence to sus­ 
tain the other charges in the Indictment, and tbev 
should confine themselves to inqulrtng whether he 
Intentlonaliy and wilfully omitted to perform the 
duues prescribed by law. He also told them there 
was no evidence of conspiracy between, the de­ 
fendant aud hts associates, an(f nothing to connect 
him with the fraudulent making np ofthe bills. 
Mr. Htonghton took exception to the charge that 
the resolntlon of tbe Board indicated a design not 
to perform the duty. 
Judge Daniels aaid to his mind It did, bnt he left 
the constrnction to be put upon it to tbe Jury. 
The Jury retired at six o’clock.

THE WEST FARMS SCHOOL FIGHT. 


T h e F i g h t T ra n sfe rre d to th e S u p rem e 
C o u rt— C h arg e s a u d C o u n te r C h a r g e s — 
A n A crim o n io u s C o n tro v e rsy. 
Tho subject matter of the controversy in West 
Farms over the new school building has already 
been pretty thoroughly ventilated in the U k r a l d . 
The fight baa not ended by any means, but, having 
been transferred to the courts, is waged on both 
Bides, if anything, with incruasing energy and ani­ 
mosity. A very lively legal skirmish, which at 
one time threatened to reach the magnitude of a 
general engagement, took placo yesterday before 
Judge Brady, in Supreme Court, Chambers. Mr. 
John D. Haskin, the “head and front” in the fight 
for the new school building, was on hand, and 
with him a goodly host of supporters. His lawyer, 
ex-Judge Emott, was also on hand, and evidently 
eager 
lor 
the 
flray, 
his 
legal 
opponent 
being 
Mr. 
John 
E. 
Parsons, 
who 
in 
this 
case 
represents 
the 
interests of 
the 
Corporation Couusel, the U tter having. In behaU of 
the city, instituted the present proceedings. As is 
well known, these proceedings began with obtain­ 
ing, a few days stnce, a temporary injnnctlon re­ 
straining the West Farms Board of Edncation from 
removing tbe furniture from the old school build­ 
ings, from leasing or otherwise disposiug of these 
buildings and using tbe new building for school 
purposes. The case came ap yesterday on an order 
to show cause why thU mjuncUon should not be 
contlnned. 
Tbe complaint, which fa quite a voluminous docu­ 
ment, recites tbe act oi the Legislature annexing 
to New York that part ol Westchester county, with 
tbe provialoD that tbe property of tbe school dis­ 
tricts shall be transferred tu the Board of Ednca- 
tion of New York; and alleges that in tne latier 
part ol 1872 the erection of a new schoolhoose 
was began near the Harlem Railroad depot; 
that the land on which it waa erected be­ 
longed, until a time 
shortly prior, to Mr. 
Haskin, tbe m sid e n t of the Board; that be was 
interested in its sale and conveyance, aud that as 
such President he was disqualified irom seUing it 
for the ecboolboDse; that the site was very unsuit­ 
able and the locality unhealthy; that the Board of 
Education of West Farms had applied to the New 
York Board to include Iu their estimate enough to 
pay for this schoolhouse; that Mr. Haskm is mak­ 
ing strenuous efforts to impose the schoolhouse 
upon the Board of Edncation; is making anrange- 
monts to lease or otherwise dispose of the existing 
school bnUdlngs ana to dismantle them so as to 
make them unsuitable for echool purposes, and to 
remove the school furnttore to tiio new sch(X>l- 
housea. Mr. Fordham Morris, one of tbe five per­ 
sons appointed by the New York Board of Educa­ 
tion to be school trustees for tbe new district, 
verifies tbe statements set forth in tiie complaint. 
in opposition Mr. Emott produced a large 
number of affldavlta, among them of WlHiam 
Melkleham and A. T. Buckbont, Heoretary and 
President of the West Farms Board, setting forth 
that the acUon complained of was legal and 
proper, that Mr. Haskin had not been President of 
the Board slnco last May, and that the land when 
sold lor the school, belonged to Judge Tappen, who 
made affidavit that be purchased tt as a business 
Uansaction free from fraud and. collusion. The 
affidavit, signed by a large nnmber of citlsens, was 
also snbraitted, setting forth that tbe new schooi- 
house was a very suitable and necessary building 
for school purposes, and that the site was a very 
convenient and healthy one. 
After quite a lengthy argument Jndge Brady 
took the papers, reserving his decision.

Yesterday the full Court—consisting of Judges 
Woodruff, Blatcbford and Benedict—sat in the 
United states Circuit Court room, at No. 27 Cham­ 
bers street, for tbe purpose of bearing argament 
on tbe m atter of the order calling npon the United 
Btetes District Attorney, Mr. Bliss, to show canse 
why a writ of certiorari and habeas corpns shonid 
not bo iBsned for Edward Lange, who had been re­ 
cently oonvicted and sentenced to Imprisonment 
for Ulegally converting mail bags to his own use. 
Mr. Aruoux, connsel on behalf of Lange, pres* 
ented to the Court the record of the case, which 
has been ñreqncntly published and alluded to in 
tho H brald report of this matter. The prisoner 
was sentenced by Jndge Benedict to one year’s Im­ 
prisonment and to tbe payment of a line of $200. 
Snbeequently it was ascertained by the Juage that 
for the offence in question it wsa not within bis 
power to impose fine and Imprisonment and that 
tbe sentence should have been Imprisonment or 
fine. This sentence was, therefore, recalled by 
Judge Benedict, and the prisoner wsa re-sentenced 
to one year’s Imprisonment. Bnt before thle new 
sentence had been imposed tbe prisoner had 
compiled with the first sentence so far as paying 
tne floe and servlag out five daia oi hla UDDriaoo. 


ment. The 
is it withtn tha 
power Of the Cburt legally to rescind a sentence 
and prononnce a new one? 
Mr. Araoux, in addreaslng bissaeU to this qnea- 
tton, whether the verdict stood generally gnilty. 
as entered on the minatea of tbe Court, or It be 
tbe special verdict which the Jury did. In fact, 
render, the sentence ol the Court could only bo 
pronoanced on one Indictment as a nnlt, and for 
only one eonvicuon and punishment. Ue alluded 
to tho argument of counsel and the opinion of 
Judge Davis in the rase of WUllam M. Tweed, and 
cited the declaration 01 Judge Benedict that there 
was only one oonvictton In tbe caso; tliat his 
charge to the jury bad regard to only one transac­ 
tion, and that he Intended, in the sentence, to 
punish for the commission of one offence only. Bul 
tbe defendant claimed that a Judge or Court, sit­ 
ting as a court or review, could not always be boond 
by tne record of the Cle- 
m the minutes or the 
Court where the sentence wiis imposed, but that 
tbe court might have matters relating to the 
record and the entries therein bronaht before it. 
Counsel further contended that the first sentenee 
upon Lange was illegal and void. It waa the duty 
of the Court to diacbarge Lange when the illegality 
of the sentence was established. 
The alternative 
waa giveu to the Judge, under the law, either to 
Impose a fine or to Imprison, but it was not iegally 
wiitiin his power to do both, 
it, therefore, was a 
grave question wlietlier the effect of a double sen- 
tonce was to render Illegal the whoie or only the 
excess of punishment ; and if the latter, what waa 
the excess of punishment ? 
The delendant con­ 
tended that if any part of the sentence conld stand 
then that which was last should stand in prefer­ 
ence to that which was first. If any part of the 
sentence could stand the infliction of the fine sub- 
seqiieiit 10 tbe luiprlsonnient, the former being, 
under the law, In lull satlsiactlon of the crime of 
wliich Lange had been couvlcicd, mast be the 
whole punishment, as the fine hail been offered to 
and received oy tbe United Ktaics in Hatisiaotion 
of that portion of the sentence. Tbe sentence was, 
in par'-, executed, and had become beyond the con­ 
trol of the Judge who pronouiiced it, as l.unge had 
been imprisoned under it, and had paid the pen­ 
alty in lull. Counsel went ou to contend that the 
power Of the Court bad been exbausted In tbe first 
sentence, and that the second was enUrcly with­ 
out any Jnrlsdiciion. On these ground-- the de­ 
fendant was entitled to the writ asKed lor and to 
bis discharge Irom a wrongful aud illegal confine­ 
ment. 
Mr. A. H. Purdy, Dnitod States Assistant District 
Attorney, in reply, adverted to the CalUcott case, 
m Which he maintained that Judge Woodruff he.d 
that he had no Jurisdiction to review on habeas 
corpus the Judgmeut of the Circuit Court on a con­ 
viction and sentence on an indictment, on the alle­ 
gation that the statute under whicn the sentence 
was inflicted hart been repealed before tbe sen­ 
tence was passed. Counsel urged that the prin­ 
ciples ol that case should apply to tne present one, 
aud malnuiiied that the Court haff power to re­ 
scind an erroneous sentence and Impose a new.

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 


WASHiwaTON, Dec. 24. 1873. 
No. 477. Knowles vs. Logansport Gaslight Oom- 
pany—Error to the Circuit Conrt for Minnesota.— 
This is an action by the company to recover on a 
Jndgment obtained In Indiana. Tbe defence was 
want of Jurisdiction of the person of Knowles in 
tbe Indiana case, and tbe return of the SberifI 
certifying service of summons, but not sbowing 
where It waa served, having been admithed as evi­ 
dence of service against defendant’s ot 
he brings the ruling here, and raises the I 
questions:—Was the certificate 01 service pr 
received as evidence of Jurisdiction, and. If so, 
it be contradicted on the trial ol tuo action? ' 
further question Is raised. If service is made in an 
action for $3,uuo, does that give jurisaictlon to 
render Judgment for more than that sum? Sub­ 
mitted under tbe twentieth rule. H. R. Bigelow 
for pialutitfln error; F. R. E. OoraeU for de­ 
fendant. 
No. 169. Buckler vs. United States—Appeal from 
tho Court of Claims.—This la another suit for 
damages for an alleged violation of a contraoc 
made with tho government for transportation ol 
miUtary stores. The Court below found that the 
government having simply failed to produce the 
amount of stores for transportation which were 
contracted for, were not gnllty of a violation of tho 
entire scope of the coutract, and thereiore refused 
the claliuant dauiaget, for the profits of the con­ 
tract lost In cousequence of such failure, but 
allowed blm the amount of the expense he hod 
incurred tu preparing for the transportation. It 
waa, however, held that he bad not sufficiently 
proven tho amount of such expense, and the bill 
was thereiore dismissed. From this decision the 
clalmaut appeals, insistins that he should have 
damages lor Uls loss of profits on the contract. 
The government submits that the decision below 
was correct, Durant and Homer lot the claimaat; 
C. U. Hill for the governmenu 
No. 642. McCarty vs. Mann et aL—Appeal from 
tho Circuit Court for Minnesota.—This waa an ac­ 
tion to qniet title to certain vacant and unoccupied 
lands in St. Paul, brought by the appellant. The 
appellees claim, under a conveyance ftrom tbe pat­ 
entee, made prior to bis patent; and as the appel­ 
lant disputes the validity of the entry of the pat­ 
entee, the question arises whether an act of Con­ 
gress reinstating an entry made by tbe patentee, 
which had been canceUed by the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, so that tbe tittle in said 
lands may Inure to tbe benefit of his grantees, so 
far as he may have conveyed the same, is snch • 
recognition and ratification of the original entry 
as will snatain the title of his grantees, made in 
iiursuance of such entry, and which Is in the appel- 
ees. The appellant m alnutns that the patentee 
bad no title until after his entry under Uie special 
act, and that if this be so he (appellant) has the 
better title, derlyed irom the grantees, who took 
irom him immediately thereafter, and that the act 
did not renew an old Qtle in the patentee, but 
created a new one. Submitted under the twentieth 
rule. W. P. Clough for appellant; H. L Horn for 
appellees. 
No. 134. Sotm vs. Waterson et al.—Error to the 
Circuit Court for the District of Kansas.—This waa 
an action on a Judgment recovered m Ohio i 
tbe defendants m 1864. The delence waa the stat­ 
ute of limitations ot the Territory of Kansas (the 
defendant Waterson being, when the suit waa 
brought and the act was passed, a resident there) 
passed in 1869, providing that all actions founded 
on contracts, notes, bonds, Judgments, Ac., npon 
which liability accrued beyoud the limits ot tbe 
Territory, should be commsnced within two years 
next alter the cause of action accrued. 
The 
plaintiff replied that the statute did nut apply ta 
lus case, because it waa passed after his cause of 
action accrued. The Court held that us Waterson 
was a resident ol Kansas when the Territorial act 
went into operation, the limitation began to run 
rropi that period, aud that as the action was not 
commenced within two years after, it could not 
be sustained. This judgment is sustained here, the 
Court holding that the act was prospective In its 
o;.-erati()u, and affected existing causes of action 
only irom the time of its passage. Ur. Justice 
strong delivered the opinion. 
No. 678. sawyer vs. Hoag—Appeal from the Cir­ 
cuit Court for the Northern District of IlUuols.—In 
this case It is held that a debtor of an insolvent 
cannot purchase claims against his creditor bavlng 
fuU knowledge of the Insolvency and have them set 
off at their fall valne against his indebtedness to 
tbe insolvent, and the decree below enforcing tne 
same view is affirmed. Sawyer subscribed to tho 
capital stock of tbe Lumberman’s Insurance Com­ 
pany npon an understanding that 86 per cent 
would be loaned back to him upon a secnred note 
for tbe amount. The insurance company oecomlog 
insolvent after the great fire in Chicago Sawyer 
bought np adJuBted claims against the company 
and sought to have them set off against his in­ 
debtedness on tbe note. Tbe decision treats him 
as an ordinary debtor of the company and holds 
that tbe set off cannot be allowed. Mr. Justice 
Miller delivered the opinion. Tbls decision also 
disposes Of cases 679, Jaeg.tr va. Voeke, and m , 
Meyer vs. Voeke, and the decrees in those cases 
are affirmed. 
No. 166. Solomons vs. the United States—Appeal 
from tbe Court of Claims— Solomons was nnder a 
contract with the government to furnish a certain 
quantity of corn wlthm a certain time, and de­ 
livered about three-fourths of it within the time 
fixed. 
Subsequently a quartermaster agreed to 
accept a farther quantity under the contract if de­ 
livered witbm another limited time. Tbe amount 
was deUvcred and a voncher given. A part of it waa 
nsed and a part damaged whUe lying in the fort. The 
department sabseqnently refused to pay for tbe 
portion not used, ou tbe ground that the contract 
had expired and could not be extended by verbal 
agroemont. The voucher was accordingly reduced, 
and payment tendered and decimed. The Oonrt 
below sustained the department, and its Jndgment 
is here reversed, and the cause remanded with di­ 
rections to enter a Judgment lor the amonnt of the 
voucher, the Court finding that tbe time was ex- 
tended verbalLv and that such agreement waa 
valid. Mr. Justice Miller delivered the opinion. 
No. 480. Town of Ohio vs. Marcy—Error to Clrenlt 
Court for the Northern district of Illinois.—This 
waa an action on municipal bonds issued by tbe 
town, and tbe defence was that tbey were not 
issued by tbe road for which the subscription waa 
made, but to a consolidated road subsequently 
chartered. The Judgment on the facM found waa 
lor the holder ot the bonds, and the case waa 
brought here or review; out the Court say that 
the question of law raised is not presented In tba 
record, aud the Judgment is accordingly afflrmed.

OhriBtmas, though honored in aH the limits 
of Okristendom as a high festival, is also ob­ 
served in every different land with peculiarly 
national oharaoteristios—a fact that indioates 
its double character. As it teaches univeraal 
brotherhood in the name of Him who died for 
all—as it opens that limitless visU of intel­ 
lectual speculátion which leads us altogether 
out of our daily life and enables us, uuder the 
nfluence of purer aspirations, to grope a little 
toward some comprehension of the great ex­ 
ample—in this light it is the common festival 
of humanity, observed with the same thoughts 
wherever men with human sorrows, weak­ 
nesses and hopes have heard and bulieve the 
beautiful story of that obscure incarnation 
before which the three wise ones, or vrisdom 
in all its attributes, bowed down. And as the 
festival of humanity it is an evidence of the 
common nioognition of the snperior races of 
men that humanity is notsnffioient for itself—a 
position disputed only once in all the Christian 
ages, and that by the commingled lunatics 
and idiots of the French Revolution-asido 
from whom all hnman creatures of the think­ 
ing races of men have acknowledged the need 
and the aid of a grander moral standard and 
a loftier ideal of moral excellence than any 
that merely human thought could originate. 
Side by side with this recognition of Christ­ 
mas goes, in every country, its other recog­ 
nition as a se.a8on of relaxation for the people, 
a time of indulgence in good cheer and 
merry making and social delight as national 
or even local tastes and fancies prompt and 
inspire. 
— 
With us, as with others, the day has its 
higher observance ; but what is our national 
notion of its more popular aspect? It is 
scarcely possible to say for the average Amer­ 
ican just what is the central thought round 
which the twittering brood ot his Christian fan­ 
cies gather—that is, it is difficult to find a point 
of such wide coincidence that it may be called 
national And this no doubt is because of 
our diversity; because our English an­ 
cestors in one direction, our Dutch ances­ 
tors in another and our many relatives 
of later advent, have so respectively and vari­ 
ously inspired and softened the spirit that 
animates our holiday activities. 
Christmas 
time comes in one circle hearty and boisterous 
with social cheer and Twelfth Night jollities, 
if not orgies. In another, one hears only of 
Kriss Knngle, combined from the Pelznichel 
and the KrigtKindlein oCour German rela­ 
tives with the quaint attributes that German 
downrightness in thought has given to either ; 
and a.ssociated with him in the same circles 
generally we find the dainty fancy of the 
Christmas tree. And not far, perhaps, from 
this fancy we come upon that thorough 
model of a pigmy Dutchman, our dear old 
Santa Claus, operating on suspended stock­ 
ings at the chimney comers, while “visions of 
sogar plums’ ’ traditionally dance in the little 
heads that are nestled near by. In some quar­ 
ters there seems to be a notion that Christmas- 
tide is about the only time in the year when it 
is possible or permissible to raffle for fat 
geese—while at the same season by some in- 
scratable periodicity of the human intellect, 
all 
the 
rusty 
old 
shot guns in the 
country are brought out to shoot at turkeys, 
tough, perhaps, but guiltless, though tied to 
poles at twenty yards distance. And with 
these incongraons ideas there will go in every 
circle much of the mystic remembrance of 
the shepherds and the star, and that far away 
Bethlehem— 


Over waose acres walked those blessed feet 
That eighteen hundred years ago were nailed 
For oar redemption on the bitter cross. 


Down East we had the ascetic Puritans, 
whose extravagant fancy it was to abate all 
the social delights and to suppress all demon­ 
strative pleasures as parts ol Vanity Fair and 
as sins they were themselves not inclined to; 
who moreover hated even the religious observ­ 
ance of Christmas as a piece of ecclesiastical 
mummery. In the presence of these wise 
fellows there was as little as possible of the 
lofty 
lesson 
and 
not 
a 
particle 
of 
the popular enjoyment 
Enjoyment was 
an abomination, and 
their 
lofty 
ideal 
was to preach hypocrisy through the nose. 
Down South we had our settlers of the same 
ancestry with different principles, and who, 
like wanderers generally, carried to a farther 
extreme the characteristic 
usages of the 
country from which they came ; so that the 
season was, in the South, one of social relaxa­ 
tion in the superlative degree, and the very 
slaves were practically free from Christmas 
Eve till the end of the year. 
In our own 
neighborhood we had the substantial Dutch­ 
men—a humorsome people, without ostenta­ 
tion, who crammod^eir round paunches with 
the domestic donglmnt and plied industriously 
their deep cans, relinquishing other considera- 
tions of the season to the children, to whom it 
was a time of especial importance, because 
just before Christmas came the festival of 
Santa Claus, their ef?pecial patron, who, as 
such, was sure to visit them, and might leave 
some rewards for good conduct. 
In those 
days we had not the Christmas tree which 
later German comers brought with them, but 
which we have well nigh made our own, since 
we far surpass the Germans themselves in the 
success with which we cultivate this scrap of 
household glory ; so that the Christmas tree, 
like other trees, is all the thriftier for a new 
soil 
In all our Christmas jollities there is no 
especially national characteristic. 
We are 
English and jolly, or English and Puritanical 
or we are Dutch or GermaiL 
It is, how­ 
ever, national in us that we accept a rill from 
every source, and that for our fireside festival, 
our day for gathering if ever at the old 
home, we are willing to decorate the occasion 
with viy wealth of fancy the world may 
afford. Christmas itself is less glorious in 
the land of its origin than iu other lands. It 
is denied and rejected by the moral races 
amid whom it arose, and flonrisbos only 
amidst the intellectual races who had at first 
no share in it It is not out of character, 
therefore, that a festival which the Old World 
drew from a still older world should, in the 
New World, borrow from the Old its range of 
peculiar devices in its lower sense as a 
popular holiday ; but in its finer sense it 
may, perhaps, reach its uUiiunte glory only in 
a land where the 
divine aspirations of 
humanity are freer than elsewhere.

Ex-Mayor Hall was yesterday aoqoiUed of 
the o b a i^ of malefeasanoe in olBoe oon- 
fained in the bill of indiotment found against 
him by a Grand Jury some time since. This 
result was reached after a fall and patient 
trial in which the highest ability at the com­ 
mand of the prosecution was employed to 
secure a conviction. It is one upon which 
the accnsed has always coufldently reckoned; 
a result yrhich he considered so certain that, 
at the commencement of the preaent trial he 
declined to avail himself of the privilege of 
postponement, although the oonnsel whose aid 
he desired was unable to attend, while, at the 
close of the case for the prosecution, he 
waived all testimony for the defence and 
allowed Che evidence on the part of the people 
to go to the jury uncontradicted, for what it 
was worth. 
The verdict will be approved by 
the people. 
It has never been believed that 
Mayor Hall was in any manner personally 
implicated in the frauds committed by the 
corrupt heads of departments who unfor­ 
tunately held office daring his admiuistratiou. 
No such charge was ever seriously made 
against him by those citizens who were 
honestly engaged in an investigation of the 
municipal 
corruptions. 
Political organs, 
it 
is 
true, 
denounced 
him 
in 
the 
same 
coarse 
language 
which 
they 
used towards the real culprits ; but this was 
only for party purposes, and it is just to say 
that their tone towards the ex-Mayor has 
recenUy undergone a marked change. The 
most that was laid to Mayor Hall’s charge 
was a failure to exercise proper care and 
vigilance in the discharge of his offioial dnties, 
and of this offence an intelligent jury has now 
acquitted him. The only hesitation that ap­ 
pears to have been felt by the jury was as to 
whether they could mark their disapproval of 
the looseness which had gradually crept into 
all official action by a verdict of simple 
ni^lect; but not finding this within their 
province, they promptly declared the accused 
“Not guilty.” 
The verdict is gratifying to the city. 
It 
shows that notwithstanding the extent and 
boldness of the conspiracy by which the 
people were robbed of millions, the chief 
magistrate of the city had no part in the 
crime. It would have been a public humilia­ 
tion if Mayor Hall had been convicted of the 
offences charged against him, although they 
implied only technical guilt and not moral 
guilt As it is we have the satisfaction of 
knowing that although we have been plundered 
by bold and reckless men, our chief magis­ 
trate has not been faithless to his high trust 
There is another view m 
the verihct 
may be regarded as gratlQring to the people. 
It shows that the jury box may yet be relied 
upon for honesty, fearlessness and justice. 
The conviction of Tweed and Genet gave evi­ 
dence that an incorruptible jury can be ob­ 
tained who will find a verdict of guilty against 
a wealthy and influential criminal 
The 
acquittal of Mayor Hall at a period of excited 
public sentiment proves that a jury can be 
found ready to do fall and impartial justice to 
an accused party without regard to popular 
clamor.

The frosto, which have been shuttiiig up Oie 
canals and hardening the ground duzing the 
past few days, have probably given the quietoa 
to rowing, both amateur and professional 
throughout the boontry far the year now 
rapidly olosing, and hundreds, and even thou­ 
sands, of outriggOTS and lapstreoks have been 
slung upon shelves and davits, not to come 
down until in ninety days from now, the 
great univexsity race on the other side of the 
water has been trained for. rowed and won. 
Among the profesaionals the year was a 
very quiet one, there having been no event 
whioh drew out the champion crew at aU, and 
nothing which added any especial lustre to 
the name of our best single sculler, while, pos- 
«ibly excepting Scbarf, of Pittsburg, no second 
or third rate man has obtained any particular 
prominence. Indeed, the year has helped to 
moke it plain that we have no first rate single 
sculler, John Biglin’s walk over with Ellis 
Ward at Springfield atoning not 
at all 
for his defeat 
by two oarsmen of 
the 
British provinces, but one of whom had 
before 
more 
than 
a 
local 
reputation 
at the sculls. 
Should Sadler (the English 
champion), Kelley and Chambers, Bagnalland 
Bright, ocmolude to come again among us, with 
Fulton and Brown to fill up the quota, there 
is small reason toJiope that Biglin would show 
at all well up among' these master oarsmen, 
unless he does a power of work this winter at 
the rowing weights and on the road. 
We take 
no very deep interest in professional rowing; 
but so long as these Britishers continue to 
moke inroads on our shores and challenge our 
countrymen to a trial of their mettle we hope 
that they who represent us with the sculls will 
do as well, or, at least, nearly os well, as four 
renowned sons of one old man at Cornwall 
have done at the oar; and when this is actually 
possible, if only abundant downright hard 
work be done diuing the next few months, it 
is too bad that it should not be. The face of 
Renforth, and even of the obsolete HamiU, 
told of almost vast reserved power and stay, 
while both were known to be prodigious 
workers. To row as fast as they one must 
work as hard. 
But from among the amateurs comes no 
such sorry story, and the Potomac and Schuyl­ 
kill, the Hudson, Saratoga Lake and the Con­ 
necticut, and even the Monongahela and the 
lakes, have all sent good reports. At the mus­ 
ter on the Connecticut, where but two colleges 
used to meet, eleven this year responded to 
the call and well nigh clogged the broad, 
shad-bearing river with their long, frail craft 
aijd projecting oars, as they darted swiftly 
aboul or lay at the start drawn up in line of 
battle; and even outside of the colleges there 
has been unprecedented life, thirteen and 
even fourteen scullers entering the lists where 
there was formerly difficulty in getting more 
than two or three; while six and seven four-oars 
at a time have, more than once, met each other 
in the friendly strife. 
One noticeable feature in the work of each— 
and nowhere was it more opporent than at the 
college race—is that there is still no recog­ 
nized standard of rowing which aU, or most, 
admit to be the proper or the only way. 
Boats have assimilated natorally enough, a 
few favorite builders getting most of the 
orders; oars differ bnt little; sliding seats 
are numerous. 
Men are using their common 
sense a little more as to the kind and quan­ 
tity of food and work and rest, two out of the 
three leading crews at Springfield, for in­ 
stance, being among the most liberal and 
rational livers. 
It is being seen that the 
variance in height and weight and strength is 
much less than was supposed, and a deal else 
has been learned that will well repay the 
knowing. Bnl out of all the styles of rowing 
exhibited by these many crews and scullers— 
for but few of them row alike—who shall say 
to-day, as they say in England, there is but 
one way to row, and no other has yet been 
discovered which is so effective and suocess- 
ful? One college sent a man over there pur­ 
posely to bring back 
all the light he 
could gather from the first amateur oars­ 
men of the 
world—the London Bowing 
Club. 
He studied faithfully, came home 
and 
taught 
his secret 
to 
his 
men 
who proved apt pupils and did far better work 
than any of their predecessors. But up, al­ 
most alongside of them, to the very last inch 
of the homestretch, lay a crew that wonld not 
be shaken off, and yel instead of doing clean 
and skilfal work, their rowing was in some 
respects execrable. More power, perhaps a 
bttle, lay with them; but it was only a little. 
And a trifle farther over on the river six more 
backs rose and fell as gracefully, as uniformly, 
as one could wish to see; and yel undeniably 
swift as they were, their style differed from 
the imported one, their reach out to their 
work, for instance, being liar less deliberate. 
Early in 1867 John Stuart MiU told the 
students of S t Andrew’s that there is a right 
way to do everything, and a correct descrip­ 
tion of that way is the rule, and the only rule, 
that will if followed, insure success—all else 
will fail. "Wbo of all these oarsmen shall say 
we have found that rule in rowing ? That it 
exists few doubt Bat what is it ? 
Again, in these college contests, at any rate, 
if not universally, would it not be well, instead 
of the long, unwieldy, six-oared outriggers, to 
substitute fours ? Even the casual observer 
could readily see here and there a weak man 
in every single crew on the Connecticut. The 
Agriculturals, for instance, oould well have 
omitted the two who sat next stroke and bow. 
Both bow and the man next him in the Har­ 
vard boat lacked strength, and so it run 
throughoul and so it always has, as any row­ 
ing man knows. 
Scarce as good rowers 
always are, four will be much easier to get 
than six; to keep together; to train; to match 
each other; to make close racing; their boat 
will turn quicker; be easier carried about; 
will be stronger and will cost less, while a 
match with Oxford or Cambridge, a thing 
sure to 
come, will 
be 
had 
the 
more 
readily, for six oars are unknown in England. 
Finally, why do not the amatenrs who as­ 
semble BO numerously both at Philadelphia 
and Saratoga, and who at the latter place left 
the collegians immeasurably behind in one 
very important respect—the management of 
the 
preliminaries of a race, arrange 
to 
have their principal meeting of the year during 
the week of the college races and on the same 
water, of oonne clashing in no way with the 
Htndente? 
Then they, too, would be well 
deecribed befordiand; would out down the 
cost; would show who were IhefMteet row- 
eo^ for the winajon of each kind 00144, meet 


OB the last day, and woaU bélp nahw an 
aqoatio gathering which would completely 
eoUpee even that at Springfield, whüe. if 
foreigners oame, oar prospeots wonld be bet­ 
tered. 
A little reflection and action on the 
thoaghte here thrown out may do maoh to 
show in the oomlug summer that the amateur 
rowing of America can be improved more 
than was snppoeed, and can take a long stride 
towards beooming what our uuequalled water 
reaches will yet greatly help to make it—the 
fineet in the world._____________ 


BatnfNU BrcMlacetf by tbe Flrinc of 
Artillery—How Cbo Waste Places of 
tbe Barth Can Be Beelalmcd. 
Professor Edward Powers, of Chicii^o, is en­ 
gaged in endeavoring to demonstrate the prac­ 
ticability of controlling and distributing rain­ 
fall by means of concussions produced by the 
firing of artillery. This subjecl if not en- 
tirely new, is of great importance, and should 
be thoroughly investigid»d by the government 
Our Western domain, to say nothing of the 
vast desert wastes of other portions of the 
earth, demands irrigation. 
General Grant 
called attention to this necessity in his recent 
Message, and though we are at a loss to know 
exactly what he meant, it is clear that he 
recognizes the general truth we have pro­ 
claimed. 
Mr. Powers’ theory is deduced 
from an examination of one hnndred and 
thirty 
battles 
that 
were 
succeeded by 
oopiouB 
rains. 
He 
claims 
that 
about 
sixty per cent of all battles or bombard­ 
ments of importance are followed by rain 
within the first twenty-four 
hours from 
the commencement ot the heavy firiug. A 
calculation made from thé observed average 
number of rainy days in the year when there 
are no battles shows that only Uiiriy-two per 
cent would be so followed within that time 
if the battles had no inflnonce in produc­ 
ing the 
rain. 
About ninety 
per cent 
of 
snch 
battles 
are followed by rain 
within the first forty-eight hours a% r the 
commencement of the hlavy firing. All great 
battles in whioh much artillery was used were 
followed by rain (so far as definite informa­ 
tion can be obtained). 
The average length 
of time between the commencement of the 
heavy firing and the beginning of the rain is 
twenty-six and a half hours. Rain following 
great battles, in which much artillery is used, 
is almost always very heavy. Engagements 
other than great battles, in which much artil­ 
lery is used, are also generally followed by 
heavy rain, but musketry firing does not 
bring much rain. Rains follow battles not 
only in the spring and summer, but also in 
antomn and winter. Rains follow battles not 
only in this country and in Europe, bnt in 
the dry season in Mexico. 
Heavy rains fol­ 
low great battles fought in times of drought 
The rains following battles ore generally 
accompanied with thunder and lightning. 
The theory of rain generally accepted by 
philosophers is that it is produced by the 
union of two bodies of air, one of which is 
colder than the other, and both satorated 
with aqueoos vapor. It has been proven by 
experiments that when two such bodies of air 
are mixed they cannot when mixed, contain as 
much vapor as they did before, the reason for 
which is explained by the principle that warm 
air has a greater capacity for vapor than oold 
air, and that this capacity diminishes in a 
much greater ratio than the temperature. 
Now, the trade winds take up large quantities 
of vapor from the ocean, which vapor is car­ 
ried north and south by the equatorial cur­ 
rents. 
Hence there ore generally above ns 
currents of warm air saturated with vapor. 
To explain bow cannon firing produces rain, 
it is only necessary to explain how these cur­ 
rents are caused to mix with the colder currents 
above them. The explanation is that it does 
BO by rariiying the humid current. It rarifios 
it by condensing a small portion of the vapor 
which it contains. 
It condenses this small 
amount of vapor by concussion, which is 
similar to sudden pressure, and we know that 
by pressure aqueous vapor is condensed and 
its latent heat is given out—that is, when 
cannon firing brings rain there is condensa­ 
tion of vapor in two ways; first & bttle con­ 
densation by the pressure of the shocks of 
concussion, which canses an evolution of heat 
and a rarification of the air, and, second, a 
great condensation caused by the rise of the 
humid cuirent and its mixing with the 
colder one above it 
As it will natur­ 
ally 
take 
a 
little 
time 
for 
an 
air current hundreds, and perhaps thou­ 
sands, of feet in thickness to rise into the 
colder current after being rarified by the con­ 
cussions, and as, in the meantime, the air so 
rarified will be carried along by the current 
it follows that the rain will not commence at 
the place where the firing takes place. It will 
generally work back to that place in the path 
of the current, however, arriving, os before 
stated, in an average time of twenty-six and 
one-balf hours from the commencement of the 
firing. Unless the firing is heavy and con- 
tinned for two or three boors, so os to rarify a 
larger area and volume of the air current as it 
passes over, there will be no rain, or if there 
is rain somewhere on the path of the air car- 
rent it will not reach the place where the firing 
takes place, as the eqnillibrinm between the 
two cúrrente will be restored before the rain 
reaches that point. 
Battles followed by heavy rain are:—First 
Bull Run, Fair Oaks, Pittsbuig Landing (or 
Shiloh), Malvern Hill Second Bull Rnn, Stone 
River, Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, Get- 
tysbnrg, Spotteylvania Court House, Cold Har­ 
bor, Nashville. 
During the second day of the 
battle of Buena Vista, Mexico, there were two 
violent showers, though this was in the dry 
season, and it had not rained before and did 
not rain after for several months. 
Wonld it 
not be a metamorphosis for which the world 
might be thankful if cannon could become 
implements of agriculture instead of remaining

The Name of Williams Not 
To Be Withdrawn. 


W ashington, Dec. 24, 187% 
The Prealdent Firm RegarMin* His Noml- 
n ation o f C b i e f Justice.-Senator Ed­ 
m unds Vindicated. 
The President, since his re tu rn from St. Lonls 
yesterday, has. In conversation with prom inent re ­ 
publican Senators, plainly declared th a th e w o n ld 
not w itndraw the nom ination of Mr, Williams for 
Chief Jnstlce, but th at It m ust abide the verdict of 
th e Senate. 
The sen ate Judiciary Committee wlU 
therefore be compelled to patiently Investigate 
every charge which comes properly before it af- 
fectlng the character of the nom inee for this posi­ 
tion. It was Btoted In these dcapatobes of the 11th 
Inst, th a t Senator Edm unds, the chairm an of the 
Judiciary Comm ittee, had sold hla Influence for 
$7,ouo in favor of the confirm ation of Bir. WUUams. 
Your correspondent Is confident th at such a charge 
18 as unjust as it Is unfounded, and Is assured tliat, 
w hatever rum or m ay say, there is no m em ber of 
the sen ate who wlU m ore fearlessly and Im partially 
lulfll his duty In protecting the honor of the Ju­ 
diciary th an Mr. Edm unds. While he rem ains a t 
the head of the com m ittee the country need have 
no fear o fa n y charges being “ w hitew ashed,” On 
the com m ittee reporting the nam e, even should 
all the accusations prove groundless, upon the 
Senate will rest the responsibility of Its confirm a­ 
tion. 
Little Prospect of ReMnctlon o f the E s - 
Um ates o f the Departm ent of the In­ 
terior. 
The Secretary of the Interior, previous to hts 
departure for M innesota, to pass the Christm as 
holidays w ith his son. who Is In bad health, hold a 
consultation w ith the chlels of various Im p o ru n t 
bureaus of his departm ent respecting the practi­ 
cability of reducing the estim ates to a sm aller 
sum, as necessitated by a prospective deficiency in 
tbo revenues of the governm ent, and as requested 
by Congress, In hopes ol bringing tne appropria­ 
tions n earer to an accord with the financial situa­ 
tion. In the omce of the Secretary the am ount 
estim ated for the year Is needed alm ost entirely 
for salaries. 
In answ er to a 
question as to 
w hether It w ere not praoHcable to reduce them , It 
was stated th at the force was now Inadequate, 
and the lew tem porary employes were also lolly 
occupied. T ie business is consiantly Increasing, 
and. If It w ere 
not for the 
present em bar­ 
rassm ent, It would be necessary to ask for 
a 
Blight 
Increase 
of 
force. 
In 
view 
of 
these facts It wUl be Impossible for the Secretary 
to make any rednctlons m this office under hts Im­ 
m ediate control. The office of the Commissioner 
of Pnbllc Lands m ight be slightly reduced in Its al­ 
lowance, but It Is said injuriously to the m terests 
of the sales of public lands. The am ounts regulred 
for the survey and collecting the revenues from 
these lands Is about $8ou,oou and the receipts from 
sales yield a total ot $3,600,000 annually. There are 
m any offices In which the business has m aterially 
declined, and It is thought not im practicable th a t a 
re-arrangem ent of the land districts m ight resu lt m 
a dim inution of expenses, w ithout destroying the 
efflcency of the im portont business connected with 
the adm inistration and sales of the public lands. 
The office here, of course, vindicates the present 
arrangem ent, b a t the accounts show a decline m 
m any of the offices, which will a t once suggest to the 
Comm ittee on A ppropriations the propriety ofcon- 
Bolulatlon. 
The Oommisflloner of Pensions says th a t th e a c t 
of Congress granting pensions fixes the pensions 
to Which soldiers and sailors, or th e widows and 
certain relatives, shall be entitled. The estim ates 
of hlB bureau are based on this, Instead of on the 
decreasing num bers, as m ight be presum ed, a s 
the years have passed by since the rebellion the 
lact Is the other way. 
Every session Congress 
passes some law by which additional persons are 
let into the list of the Camed, and to carry out 
these laws it is necessary to appropriate large 
sum s of money. There are now 238,411 pensioners of 
the governm ent. The Increase of the pasty ear was 
16,406. The Increase in am ounts over previous al­ 
lowances w as over $900,000 lor one class and |60,ooo 
m ore for another. The total th u s required for any 
peuslons for Invalids, widows and dependent rela­ 
tives, survivors of the w ar of 1812, Including the 
expense of agencies for artificial limbs *or ap p ara­ 
tu s for resection, w ith tran sp o rtatio n or com m uta­ 
tion and com pensation of nenslon agents, am ounts 
to $80,000,000, and for the sam e purposes In the 
navy Is $480,000. 
Considerable has been said about the grow th of 
expenses of the Indian Bureau, and the enorm ous 
ontlay on this account has naturally oocasloned no 
little Inquiry on tne p art of Congress. The Com- 
m lssioner ol Indian Affairs, in couyersaUon to-day, 
rem arked th a t there was no doubt about the In­ 
creased expenditures, but th a t the responsibility 
of the governm ent every year becam e g reater as 
the Indian country became setued. It was impos­ 
sible for the Indians to find substatence In the 
chase, and, to prevent trouble, the governm ent 
undertook to feed them , which was a very expen­ 
sive Item. The total am ount required for the In­ 
dian service—cu rren t and contingent expenses, 
InlUillng of 
tieatlo s w ith Indian tribes and 
paying the Interest on tru s t fund stock—was 
nearly $7,uoo,ouo, and could n o t be accomplished 
on less w ithout increasing the expenditures In 
another 
direction by w arring upon them . 
He 
said the purchase of rations increased as the In­ 
dian came into the first stages of clvllm atlon, 
which was to consent to ea t the w hite m an’s beef. 
D uring the p ast few years the Klowas, a m ajority 
of the bands of the Comanches, the Apaches, 
Cheyennes, Arapahoes and »loux have raided upon 
reservations and are served with rations by the 
governm ent. Adm itting th at the race Is declining, 
the Commissioner said th at the num ber on the 
hands of the governm ent has largely Increased. 
During the coming w inter, be s u te s , a t least 26 
per cent m ure Bionx wlU have to be fed. The 
Apaches also are being draw n In by the m ilitary 
operations of General Crook. 
Tho Comanches 
have also Increased; the Mmloc of Oregon and 
Klckapoos of Mexico, now in the Indian T errltery, 
also swell the num ber. 
In view of these facts, 
the Commissioner will be unable to recom m end a 
reduction, and fears th at m ere will bo necessity 
lor additional appropriations. 
The Commissioner of Patents, in addition Xo sal­ 
arlos, Is at a large outlay for pnnting, photograph­ 
ing and draughting in preparing the docum ents 
and draw ings of his office and publishing the FoiFni 
Office oazeUe, the official pnbUcailon of bis office, 
and which u k c s tne place of the old P aten t office 
reports. The estim ates are about $700,000, and 
w ere com puted on the sm allest possible m argin. 
This ofllcc, however, U self-supporting, and is, 
thereiore, no actual expense. The fees paid by 
inventors and p atentees am ount to upw anis of 
$700,000. There is also a fund composed of the 
excesses of a num ber of years and am ounting to 
over $1,000,000. 
The Burean of Ednoatlon baa 
already been reduced by Congress to Its sm allest 
possible w orking force, and will not adroit of any 
further dim inishing, except w ith the sacrifice of 
the asefalnesa of the bureau. Congress, it ap ­ 
pears, therefore, may expect bnt little from tne 
D epartm ent of tbo Interior in the way of respond­ 
ing to its request for reduced estim ates.

The point a t laeue has been w hether 
th e com m ander of a besieged fo rtre u m ay nndev 
an p drcam stanoes, sh o rt of aotoal storm ing o r 
starvation, su rren d er bM citadel to tho enem y, 
and If so w hat are the precise conditions under 
w hich be may capitulate. That Is a snbject which 
Is of in terest to Ftance-.to-day, bu tw n lcb m ay con­ 
cern any other nation to-m orrow ; and as a mili­ 
tary precedent It 1» of snob deep historical m om ent 
th a t American readers may like te have a full 
epitom e of the events which form tbe B aaaiae case 
laid before them, beginning irom 
THR OUVBBEAX OF THE FRAMC0-PR083TAN WAR. 
Tbe Frcncb governm ent lorm ally declared w ar 
against Prnssia on tbe 16cb July, 1870. H ostulties 
had long been regarded as inovltable, both In 
I'rance. an a Germ any; but when the UobenzoQern 
candidature, which formed the casus beUi, was 
started by Count Bismarck, the French wero n o t 
prepared for a great miUtary strnggl9, as tbelr own 
W ar M inuter, Marshal Leboeuf, well knew. A t tbe 
first rum or of diplom atic difficulties the M arshal 
hurried to Napoleon IIL, a t S t Clond, and sU ted 
his position frankly. He s a i d “ The Sadow a cam ­ 
paign opened our eyes to the fact th at Prussia had 
an arm y a t once larger, b etter organized and b etter 
arm ed than o ar own. My predecessor^ M arshal 
Nlel, set himself to reform onr lorces. He arm ed 
th e Infantry with tbe chassepot rifle, gave ns tbe 
m itrailleaso and brought In a bill which rendered 
m ilitary service general and com pulsory by tbe In. 
sU tutlon of a mobile reserve. 
But M arshal Niel 
died last year, before he could p a t all the details 
Of his new scheme into execution, and when I 
took hU place 1 waa given to understand th a t th e 
outcry of the liberals against excessive arm am ents 
was so tend that I m ust go in for retrenchm ent. 
We have retrenched. The Mobile Guards have not 
been called oat for drill a t all thU y e a r; they have 
no stores, com m issariat or ann.<i, and the conse­ 
quence is that, although we have an effective of 
L 200,00c m en on paper, we can only bring 400,000 
m en Into the field, even if we summon all our g ar­ 
risons from Algeria. It will require a t least tw o 
years of Incessant preparation before we can m eet 
P russia on equal term s.” To tb u the Em press, 
who was present a t th e conference, answ ered, in­ 
dignantly :—“H 1 were a French officer 1 would 
blush to speak In so ía^n^hearted a way. Do you 
count tne valor of our troops lor nothing, and do 
you suppose th at we require to be equally m atched 
w ith our foes in order to beat tbem ? A usterlitz 
w as fvugbt at dounlo odds, and the P russians bad

Em press was very eager for the war. Tbe m en­ 
acing progress made by the radical party in the

Therefore the Em press followed np her first words 
by others eqnaUy oitter, and Marshal Leboeuf was 
so h u rt th a t he retired from the room and asked 
for a sheet of paper in the antecham ber, In 
order to w n te his resignation on It there and then. 
But tbe Em peror came out and told him not to 
m ind tbe tU-tcmper of a lady. 
He asked him to 
go and do his best, adding th at France would not 
fight P m ssla single handed, for th at she was as­ 
sured of the alliance of A ustria and possibly of 
Italy, and th a t as to tbe S tates of Southern Ger­ 
many, It w asm oro likely th a t they would m arch on 
the soil of France than on th at of the am bitious 
kingdom which was seeking to snbdne them alL 
These things the Em peror honestly believed. His 
foreign Mtnlstor, Duke de Gramont, “the g reatest 
simpleton in Europe,” as Count B ism arck called 
him, had been 
Am bassador 
a t 
Vienna, and 
was persnaded th at tbe A nstrlans w ere burn­ 
ing to revenge the hum iliations of 1866. The 
Em peror himself, who had lived am ong B avarians 
and knew m uch of W urtcm burg 36 years ago. waa 
convinced th a t th ere would be no friendship be­ 
tw een these Catholic countries and the P ro testan t 
S tate of the North, and he counted th at Sadowa 
had made an irreparable breach betw een them. 
He was also so little acquainted with the tem per 
and strength of Denmark, Hanover and Saxony as 
to think th at these three kingdom s would rise in 
rebellion against Prnssia, and, with respect to 
Italy, forgetting how thoroughly the policy of 
Franco In the Roman question had alienated the 
gratitude of Italians, he supposed th at Victor Em­ 
m anuel would side w ith tho French, to repay the 
dent or Solferino. 
M arshal Lebceul, being Uttle 
conversant w ith diplom atic affairs, naturally ac­ 
cepted the Em peror’s statem ents as co rrect; bnt 
when he discovered th a t the hopes of a foreign 
aibancc were groundless, he proposed the only 
plan of w ar which, u nder the circum stances, 
seemed to him feasible. 
He suggested th at all the 
French forces should be m assed together and 
m arched 
across 
the 
frontier 
to 
Saarbruck, 
there 
to 
fight 
one 
m ighty 
battle—a 
very 
Armageddon—in 
which, 
by 
d int 
of 
nnm- 
bers, dash and confidence, 
the French would 
be victorious. 
Now, a first victory gives French 
soldiers so much courage, and, consequently, sncU 
an advantage over their w orsted rivals th at they 
m ight have been relied on to m arch ahead and 
win a second battle, after which the Em peror conld 
have offered to conclndc peace. It was the plan 
of the lu u a n cam paign over again, and, jn st as tne 
A ustrian Em peror nad accepted the peace of Villa- 
franca, when by forcing the French to continue the 
w ar he m ight have checked and eventaally routed 
them by m eans of the Q nadnlateral, 89,Marshal 
Lebceuf was of opinion th a t Count Blsm aíck would 
consent to m ake peace too. If the Prussian arm ies 
were twice beaten. 
However, Napoleon, acting 
under the advice of General Frossard, the Pnnco 
Im perial's tutor, who was the evil genius of this 
war, bad already adopted another plan, which bad 
been based on the original notion of alliances, and 
which consisted In scattertng the French arm y 
over an urea of some 300 miles. Tlie Em peror 
started for Metz to take the command In chief, 
w lthLcbm nf for his staff com m ander; the right 
Wing was entrusted to M arshal M ac-Mahon-sum­ 
moned in haste from A lgeria; and, after several 
days of disastrous hesitation, the left wing and 
centre. Including the Second, Third and Fourth 
Corps d ’Armée, were placed under 
MARSHAL BAZAINE. 
Razalne received bis command on the 6th of 
August, and on the very day following the French 
suffered two crushing defeats a t Forbach and 
Wocrth. The corps engaged a t Forbach w as tho 
Second, th a t is one of Bazaine's, and was com- 
m anded by Frossard, whom Bazslne personally 
disliked, as Indeed did m ost other general officers, 
Frossard being, after the m anner of court favorites, 
at once presum ptnons and arrogant. There can 
be no doubt th at F rossard’s own blundering rash­ 
ness, and his alone, broaght about the catastrophe 
at Forbach. 
Having thoroughly studied the For- 
bacb b attle field, on paper, Frossard telt sure of It, 
and on the m orning 01 tbe 6th he telegraphed to 
Bazalne th a t the enemy w ere about to aitack him, 
b ut m ade no request for rolnforcem enu. It is con­ 
tended by the prosecution th at Bazalne should 
have gnessed for himself th at 
relnforcom enu 
would be needed and have despatched the Third 
Army corps in order th at tbe issue of the contest 
m ight be placed beyond donbt. Had he done so 
Forbach m ust have been a French victory, for It Is 
acknowledged now th at th e Pm sslan General 
Ksmeke had been too bssty in attacking Frossard, 
and the arrival of the Third ArRiy corps would have 
left him complatoiy a t the m ercy of the French.

Bazalne may be ex ­ 
cused for not sending to the relief of Frossard, tho 
more so as this singular General was breakíastlng 
eoolly w ith the Mayor of Forbach while hts troops 
w ere being b eaten ; 
but, 
a lte r Forbach and 
W eertli, Bazalne has no m ore valid excuses to 
offfeT for the truly unscdoantable series of errors 
which he perpetrated, one after the o th er, ana it is 
here we reach the beginning of w hat th e prosecu­ 
tion term s 
BIS rOLmCAL CNTRIGCaS. 
The defeats of Forbach and W ocrth cRosed a 
W'Ul Justified panic in Paris; One defeat would 
h are been serious enough; b at tho two to g eth er 
were felt w ith good reason to be calam itous, and 
public oplalon loudly dem anded th at the com m and- 
in-chief should be removed from the Em peror’s 
hands and given to some one m ore capable. On 
tbe 7Hi Bazalue’s wire called, a t eight o'clock in 
the m orning, on Count de K eratry, one of the fore­ 
m ost m em bers of th e opposition in the Corps Légl»- 
latif, and nrgcd upon him to iuotst th at tho com­ 
m and should be delivered to Bazaine. ábe showed 
him a letter, In which the M arshal stated th a t he 
conld save France if left to do it in hts own way, 
but th at he conld not act und er th e Em peror's 
incom petent orders. 
Bazalne’s coussel allege th a t 
Mine. Bozalnc's visit to C ount K eratry was one 
of simple inendship, and th a t no miUtary or po­ 
litical questions w ere touched on d u n n g the in ter­ 
view. But visits of friendship from a lady to a 
gentlem an are n o t paid a t eight o tlo ck In the 
m orning, and It is positive th a t on tbe 7th Count 
K eratry 
stirred up tbe whole oppoaltton 
to 
clamor 
for 
bazalne’s appointm ent. 
He was 
BuccessfuL On the 12th B azalne w as gazetted 
to the coramand-ln-chieL and two days later 
the Em peror left his headquarters a t Metz for 
Coaions, w hither MacMahon waa nnderstood to be 
retreatin g w ith his sh attered forces and snch rein ­ 
forcem ents as w ere being sen t every day from the 
different depots. 
Between the 6th and the 14th 
eight precious days bad been lost in discussing 
and rejecting th e Im practicable idea of ooncen- 
traü n g all the French forces round Metz, and It U 
duo to Bazalne to state th a t he was the firs* to 
point out th at the plains of Ch&Ions would be a 
much b etter b attle field for tho French than th e 
Lorraine conntry. 
The French arm ies w ere fa- 
miUar with ChAlons; the position waa a strong one, 
and might be fortified to any. e x te n t; and, adm it­ 
ting the im probable hypothesis of defeat, there 
would be a far shorter and easier re tre a t from 
Cb&lons to Paris th an from Metz to tbe cinfital. 
These counsels prevailed, but 
no sooner w as 
Bazalne in possession of tbe 160,000 m en and 670 
guns which the Em perer had banded over to him 
than be changed bis ideas and w anted to fall back 
on Nancy. 
He him self asserts th at he had p er­ 
ceived 
the 
im practicability 
of 
the 
OhAlons 
scheme, and had only yielded to it because It had 
struck the Em peror’s fancy. The prosecution m ain, 
tain th at Bazaine grew averse to the Ch&lons plan 
simply bccanse It waa generally believed to be the 
Em peror’s, and because, Ifsnccessful, he (Bazalne) 
would not reap all the glory ot It. A nother con- 
Btrnction p at upon bis coadnct is th at be lost his 
head on finding him self In com m and of 160,000 m en 
and fell utterly unable to m anage such a host. 
This IB very probable; for, like all the French gen­ 
erals trained in Africa, Bazaine bad no experience 
of large armies. In Mexico he had never had m ore 
than 20,000 m en a t a tim e under hla orders in the 
field, and even this num ber had seem ed to him un- 
wieldly. However th a t may be, B azaine’s behavior 
from the 15th was utterly wild and ex trao rd in ary . 
Instead or distributing his arm y over several roads, 
to make tbelr re tre a t the m ore expeditious, he 
m assed them on tb e single road from Metz to 
Gravelotte and neglected to reconnoitre the ap­ 
proaches to his left, w here the enemy w ere gather­ 
ing prepared to attack him In flank. The conse­ 
quence of this stran g e neglect was th at the arm y 
was delayed an excessive tim e in crossing the 
MoseUe and 
leaving M etz; 
Its^ ju arch 
waa 
rendered fatally 
slow; 
and the Germans had 
an opportunity which they prom ptly seized of 
heading him on his retreat, and barring the road 
to Ch&lons. The battle of M ars-la-Tour followed on 
the leth —and a m urderous b attle it was. The 
French longbt splendidly, repulsed the enem y w ith 
loss and rem ained m asters of the field. 
If Bazalne 
had renewed his attack on the 17th, as Prince 
Frederick Charles expected and feared he would. 
It 18 adm itted th a t he could have reached the 
Meuse unhindered, for the Germ ans w ere not yet 
in a position to stop him ; bnt, on tbe iTth, instead 
of advancing, he began a backward m ovem ent on 
Metz, allowing the Germ ans to bring th eir rein­ 
forcem ents, and on the ISth took place tbe san­ 
guinary battle of Gravelotte which definitely cat 
off all Bazalne’s com m nnlcatlon w ith Chftlons and 
drove him Into Metz for good. B azalne’s own 
version 
of 
this 
m atter 
is 
th a t his 
arm y 
bad 
neither 
am m unition 
nor 
food enough 
to 
contm ue

after the 16th; b u t these assertions are contra, 
dieted by facts. The prosecution have brought evi­ 
dence to show th at there was no w ant eith er of 
food or of am m unition, and they Infer th at Ba- 
zaine’a object in retreatin g was to play a wholly 
independent p art in the war. 
He calcalated th at 
alter the Em peror and MacMahon bad been beaten 
a t ChAlons he him self irom the snug security of : 
Metz could trea t w ith the P russians on his own ac- 
count, and then w ith his arm y, iso.ooo (for 10,000 
had been killed or disabled in tbe Dottle of tne 
16tn), m arch on to Paris as the m aster of France. 
A t first It looked as If this dream —If so It be th at 
Bazaine had ever dream t It—was likely to be 
realized, for after th ree desperate battles on the 
Meuse MacMahon was finally vanqntsbed a t Sedan, 
the Em peror was taken prisoner to Germ any, and 
Bazalne’s arm y rem ained as the only one In France 
th at appeared capable of fighting.

However, B azam e bad not reckoned Paris. He 
nev er supposed th at a city so large could think of 
standing a siege, and when new s reached him th at 
General Trocha and tbe Parisians w ere actually 
prep arin g for resistance he solaced himself—so 
argues tho p ro secu tio n -b y reflecting th a t tbe 
giddy, unw arrlor-like capital would soon be forced 
to yield, and th a t then hts plan of concludiug peace 
w ith the Germ ans and placing him self at tbe head 
of affairs In F rance would become easy. 
W hat 
gives a strong color to these accusations Is th at 
already In his Algerian days S azaine had dipped In 
intrigues which proved him to be a m an of an- 
scrupulous ambition. 
He bad risen frpm the ranks 
to the M arshalate, and in Mexico had acted so 
curiously th a t It waa thought he had some Idea of 
supplanung M axim ilian and becom ing Em peror of 
Mexico himself. Ho had been beard to say at 
th a t tim e th at if MaximiHan oonld not keep his 
tbrouc be (Bazaine) wonld set a b etter exam ple, 
and th at Napoleon wonld be proud to see a French, 
m au effect th a t which an A ustrian Archduke had 
been unable to accom plish. When the altitu d e ortho 
United S lates in the M exican question counseUcd 
tbe French governm ent to recall their forces, Ba­ 
zaine waa fhln to forego his e.xalted ideas; bnt, 
on returning to France, he had astonished m any 
high political personages by his flippancy In ex- 
claim ing—Chiefly in after-dinner convcrsauons— 
th a t France w anted a strong m an a t the helm, and 
th a t If the Em peror wonld call him to tiio P rem ier­ 
ship ho wonld show the world how a fractions na­ 
tion should be rnled. It Is certain th a t from the 
first Bazalne rem sed to hold any oorom nnlcatlons 
with the govcrm cnt of the N ational Deience, and 
lost no oocualon of declaring to the generals shut 
up in M ett with him th a t it was a revolutionary 
governm ent of c u tth ro a ts and lawless, and that 
Trocha, lor heading snch a gang 01 deroagogncs, 
ought to be shot. 
Despatch ,aiter despatch was 
sen t him by G am b etu , but he returned no answer, 
and declined to co-operate m any way with the 
tho a rm le t b elo f levied on the Ixilre to force the 
Germ ana lo talse tbe sloge of Paris.

the simple people who then inhabited it. tbe city 
road betw een Wall street and New Haarlem—a 
long stretch of country flelds and forests; the 
24tli iiecem ber was 
dedicated to St. Nicholas. 
From the earliest days of M anhattan 
Island 
Christmas Eve was sacred to him. 
Children as 
naturally see th at which Is reverential In old 
memories as adnita see th at which Is merely 
social. This is why the Dntch boys and girls 
adored, w ith a love pecuUarly tneir own, the jolly 
rosy cheeked, wolte bearded little old man. sporting 
his low crowued h at; glorying In his Flemish trunk 
hose; smoklug his pipe longer than him self; driv­ 
ing through the air over tow n and country, oceans 
and deserts; and, in their fancies, seudm g through 
space the sharpest of whistles to tbe wopderfbl 
team th at carried the wonderful sleigh. Like some of 
our own tittle boys and girls, m any and many a 
Christmas Eve did some Dutch little ones try to 
catch St. Nick oy sitting up to see him come down 
the Chimney with his pack on his back. B at some­ 
how or other there never did happen to be a fire 
in the great chimney as late on the night before 
Christm. 8 as on the other 8C4 nights of the year, 
'ibc little Dntch children blamed m am m a: but th at 
g<>( d lady would whisper, w ith a wise shake of the 
head, that St. Mck did not like ilres—and that set­ 
tled the mat ter tor good. 
Some would sli up, i 
however, nuill very late—one little boy, whose I 
story IS not furgotieu, more stubborn than the 
re.sr, having aciuallv been ionnd hair irozen In the 
uiornm g on the kitclien floor. Had he been watch­ 
ing r ies. Hod be seen anything i Ob, no I be 
was asleep, and the stockings were big w ith toys 
for the otiier chUdren, but none lor him.

ju st as Clearly as Uncle Sam Is tbe patron saint of 
the United States, St. George of England, St, Denis 
of France, St. Patrick of Ireland, u washlslm Sge; 
which, in the orthodox costum e, bad presided 
as the flgnrehcad of tbe Goede Vronw, tb e snip 
th at brongbt the first Dutch em igrants to this 
shore. It was he who gave bis nam e to the first 
chnrch built within the walls, and whose titles were 
m ost solemnly invoked in hour of tronble by all 
Dutchmen on land and sea. 
From toe days 
of the conrteons P eter Minntt, of Wescl, and the 
Honorable the Director General and Council, this 
island Of M anhattan has been dedicated to the 
good saint whom onr children still honor In these 
days. Not a.s much, though, we say again, as the 
Dutch children. They showed how they loved the 
jovial UtUe saintly gentlem an by rendering him an 
homage greater tnan they gave to Christm as—by 
the trees they raised—by the fires they lighted—by

The honse bos been 
lighted np with the huge candlesticks; tbe Holland 
cupboard Is bright against the w all; tbe bouse 
Unen Is os p are and as clean as the good woman 
can make I t ; and the brass nails of the straight- 
backed arm cbalr of Uussia leather shine like dia­ 
monds. Where Is the good m an in the m ean time ) 
Ju st this tim e on tbe Commons or a t Beekm an’s 
Swamp, where, along with the ancients, he is 
w atching the youngsters contest for tbe prize 
turkeys. He has been doing bis best to be tbe first 
to shoot out a m erry Chistmas greeting to bis 
neighbors; and now, m aybe, he is swelling in re­ 
collections bow he used to shoot when he was

during the d ay ; old fashioned hilarity gave 
the step at night. Then, after the Christm as din­ 
ner, II M ynheer be a patriarch, he smokes bis long 
pipe am ong a crowd of dancmg children and 
grandchildren, ana, as he listens to the squeak of 
the fiddle, thanks old Stnyvesant, irom his heart, 
lor the mnsic ot the catgut.

When the Dntch lorces marched out of the fort, 
and the English flog was ran np over the Stadt 
Unys—to stay there a century or a trifle over. 
Every one knows th at St. Nicholas is no friend of 
w ar; and It is not strange, therefore, th at the 
alarum s of the arum aud tb« shrill terro rs ut the 
warlike file frightened the old gentlem en away 
dnring moat ol the time the English and the Dutch 
were settling tneir little m atters together.

The new ffroonds and driving track for the Sea 
View Park Association at New Dorp, Staten Island, 
being completed, they were rendered attractive 
yesterday afternoon by a well contested pigeon 
match between W. Van Sicklen, of Woodbrldge, 
N. J., and H. Metcalf, of Btcbmond, Staten Island. 
The match was for $100 at 25 single birds each, 
21 yards rise, 80 yards boundary, IJX ounce shot, 
to find trap and handle for each other. The 
Shooting was very good, tbe birds lively and the 
weather dehghtfnl lor the amusement. Mr, Van 
Sicklen won the match bv one btid, having killed 
19 and missed si.x of the 25 shot at. Metcalf killed 
18 and missed seven. Mr. Van Sicklen nseU a nine 
bore double barrel English gun, made by Hnghes; 
MetcaU a lO boro, made by Mullen, of New York; 
both muzzle loaders. 
The Sea View Park Association was organized 
about four montha ago, having for iU officers 
Henry MUler, President; Dr. E. Clark, Vice Presi­ 
dent; J. H. Van CUei. Jr., Secretary, and 0. A. Can- 
avello. Treasurer. They purchased a piece of land 
at New Dorp, adjoining the Staten Island Railroad, 
lor $20,000, and alter expending nearly $4,000 upon 
it in improvements, levelling track, Ac., have now 
as pretty a place lor sports as can be found in the 
ncfghborhood of New York. It is expected that 
hereafter the annual fairs of the Richmond Agri­ 
cultural Society Will be held at the Sea View Park. 
The ground is almost perfectly level; the racing 
track, forming an oval, is exactly haif a mile. A 
grand stand will ne erected on tho north corner, 
and from the New Dorp Hotel, at tho other corner, 
fine views oi the ground and track can be had.
